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ADVISORY ACTION 

The amendment and response filed on 3-7-2002 has not been entered because of the 
following omission(s) or matter(s): The marked up copy of the amended claims does not 
correspond to the pending claims. For example, amended claim 24 contains three separate 
incidences of step "(b)" and no step "(a)", while the pending claim contains only 2 steps. See 
37 CFR 1.111. 

The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 by Jan Cornelissen was not considered since said 
declaration was not presented in a timely manner. Said declaration should have been submitted 
to the original rejection outlined in the Office Action (Paper No. 9). 

Since all of Applicant's arguments are based on the proposed amended claims (not 
entered) and a declaration that has not been considered, all outstanding rejections are maintained 
for the reasons outlined in the last Office Action dated 7-31-01 (Paper No. 18). 

Additionally, the objection to the specification for the improper use of trademarks is 
maintained. Contrary to Applicant's assertion, one of skill in the art would not know what 
comprises a given trademarked product or how the composition of said trademarked product 
might have changed (or will change) over the course of time.
